Pine  Manor  College  is  one  of  39  institutions  out 
of  582  ool leges  nationwide  to  reoeive  top  rat¬ 
ings  in  the  "Everywoman's  Guide  to  Colleges 
and  Universities." 

The  new,  512-page  handbook  was  oompiled 
with  the  assistanoe  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Eduoation,  the  Carnegie  Corporation  and  a 
oonsortium  of  national  organizations  inoluding 
the  American  Association  of  University  Women, 
the  American  Council  on  Education,  the  Fund  for 
the  Improvement  of  Post-secondary  Education 
and  the  American  Personnel  and  Guidance 
Association.  Designed  for  prospective  students 
and  their  parents,  the  Guide  lists  more  than  500 
colieges  and  universities  throughout  the  country, 
and  is  published  by  the  Feminist  Press  of  Old 
Westbury,  NY. 

Pine  Manor  College  is  cited  for  the  guidance 
and  opportunities  it  affords  young  women  in  their 
personal,  academic  and  professional  develop¬ 
ment.  The  College  is  one  of  only  five  women's 
colleges  in  Massachusetts,  including  Mt. 
Flolyoke,  Wellesley,  and  Wheaton,  to  receive  the 
Guide's  top  ratings. 

"Everywoman's  Guide  to  Colleges  and  Univer¬ 
sities"  focuses  on  questions  often  ignored  in  other 
college  guides,  such  as  faculty-student  gender 
ratios,  percentage  of  women  in  non-traditional 
majors,  athletic  opportunities,  campus  safety 
and  security,  and  the  percentage  of  women  in 
faculty  and  administrative  positions. 

The  Guide  also  examines  the  degree  to  which 
women  are  recognized  in  the  curriculum  and 
the  special  services  programs  for  women 
offered  by  the  schools.  The  Guide  awards  a 
maximum  of  three  stars  in  each  of  five  rating 
categories.  Pine  Manor  College  received  nine 
out  of  a  possible  fifteen  stars.

Participating  in  the  National  Model  United  Nations  offers  students  the  opportunity  to  get  a  firmer 
grasp  on  the  realities  of  international  politics  by  stimulating  the  mechanics  of  an  international 
governmental  organization  like  the  UN, 

The  tasks  of  the  delegation,  in  preparing  for  the  Model  UN  run  along  three  major  guidelines: 

1 .  Research  on  assigned  country  \A/ithin  the  context  of  the  committee  each  member  delegate  is  on. 

2.  Familiarization  with  the  issues  that  will  be  discussed  on  the  agenda  and  with  the  voting  pattern, 

regarding  these  issues,  of  the  country  to  be  represented. 

3.  Get  to  know  the  basic  rules  of  the  voting  procedures. 

After  the  opening  ceremony  of  the  year's  Model  UN  session,  delegate  members  join  their  commit¬ 
tees  to  draw  up  and  try  to  pass  resolutions  from  pre-established  topics  on  the  agenda. 

The  process  of  attaining  a  resolution  which  is  agreeable  to  all  parties  without  it  having  lost  its 
I  significance  through  compromise,  entreaties  and  threats,  is  long  and  sometimes  frustrating  one. 
j  Fruitful  discussion  is  sometimes  held  back  by  differences  over  representatives'  choices  of  topics  to  be 
i  discussed  first.  Quite  often,  meetings  are  suspended  in  order  to  allow  representatives  of  each  caucus 
I  and  make  deals  accepting  or  rejecting  a  particular  draft  or  resolution,  according  to  their  country's 
position  on  the  issue. 

Finally,  the  experience  of  trying  to  reach  an  agreement  when  faced  with  conflicting  interests  and 
the  commitment  one  begins  to  feel  to  the  country  one  represents,  make  participating  in  the  Model 
UN  a  rewarding  experience.

This  was  Anne  Bernays' 
first  piece  of  advice  to  Pine  Manor  College 
students  and  guests  on  Thursday,  March  24, 
1983.  Anne  Bernays,  Matrix  Award  Winner  and 
author  of  several  books  including  Short  Plea¬ 
sures  and  Growing  Up  Rich,  spoke  at  Pine 
Manor  as  part  of  the  College's  Libraiv  Series. 

Ms.  Bernay's  lecture,  entitled  "Getting  Dres¬ 
sed  and  other  Strategies,"  highlighted  the  11 
basic  steps  a  writer  needs  to  take  to  become  a 
published  writer,  including: 

*  You  have  to  have  the  urge  to  write,  to  trans¬ 
late  experience  into  language.

*  You  have  to  get  dressed.  Treat  your  writing  as 
a  serious  job  —  one  that  you  have  to  get  dres¬ 
sed  up  for. 

*  Set  aside  your  own  place  and  time  to  write, 
be  selfish.  You  need  time  to  be  alone. 

*  You  need  a  sense  of  who  you  are,  your  limita¬ 
tions  and  expectations.  You  have  to  under¬ 
stand  yourself  before  your  write  about 
anothers. 

*  You  need  a  support  system  from  family,  or 
friends.  A  writer  needs  an  outlet  for  frustrations 
or  success  and  someone  to  share  it  with. 

And, 

*  You  need  an  agent.

AT  72ND  COMMENCEMENT  AT  PINE  MANOR  COLLEGE 

CHESTNUT  HILL,  MA  —  Anne  S.  Lenox,  President  of  Lenox  Associates,  the  New  Hampshire  educational  consulting  firm,  and  the 
retired  Headmistress  of  the  Agnes  Irwin  School  in  Philadelphia,  addressed  members  of  the  graduating  class  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
Monday,  May  16, 1983,  at  the  72nd  Commencement  exercises  at  the  College's  performance  center,  Ellsworth  Hall. 

Ms.  Lenox  agreed  to  be  a  last  minute  substitute  for  Sherry  Lansing,  the  former  President  of  20th  Century-Fox,  who  was  forced  to 
cancel  her  appearance  at  Pine  Manor  College  because  of  a  sudden  and  serious  illness  in  her  family. 

"My  message  to  you  today  is  whenever  you  leave  home  and  need  a  new  pair  of  black  shoes  and  a  hair  cut . . .  get  them  I  . . . 
because  you  never  know  when  you'll  be  in  front  of  people  publicly,''  joked  Ms.  Lenox  as  she  spoke  to  the  more  than  500  students, 
parents,  faculty  and  staff  who  participated  in  the  Commencement  ceremonies. 

“The  best  Commencement  speeches  are  short.  I  promise  you  this  will  be  a  record,"  Ms.  Lenox  said.  And  then  Anne  Lenox  talked 
about  prisons. 

"For  well  over  a  year,  I  have  paid  monthly  visits  to  a  friend  in  a  maximum  prison  in  the  state  of  New  York.  The  crime  is  murder.  The 
sentence;  15  years  to  life.  And  if  she  is  let  out  after  completing  her  minimum  sentence,  she  will  be  well  into  her  70s. 

"Each  month,  for  over  a  year,  I  have  subjected  myself  to  being  searched  and  having  my  belongings  gone  through  in  order  to 
spend  an  hour  or  two  with  her ...  talking.  When  I  left  there,  recently,  I  was  aware  of  my  freedom.  I  could  eat  when  I  wanted.  I  could 
wear  what  I  wanted.  And  then  I  began  to  think  about  people  in  prisons  of  their  own  making  . . .  people  caged  by  drugs,  alcohol, 
poverty,  selfishness  and  hatred  . . .  the  mental  and  physical  bars  that  inhibit  us  from  attaining  productive  and  worthwhile  lives." 

Anne  Lenox  talked  about  "three  particular  prisons  which  people  create  for  themselves,  warning  that  we  must  fight  against  them. 
She  cited  the  prison  of  ignorance.  There  is  nothing  more  tragic  than  a  person  who  has  no  desire  to  learn.  Here,  you  are  given  every 
chance  . . .  but  it  must  not  stop  today.  Continuing  knowledge  gives  you  freedom  and  flexibility  for  a  lifetime." 

She  cautioned  against  "the  prison  of  ioneliness.  Self-centeredness  is  destructive  because  the  subject  is  so  limited,"  Ms.  Lenox  said. 
And  she  spoke  about  the  prison  of  fear.  Calling  it  dangerous  andemoralizing,  Anne  Lenox  said  fear  "prevents  us  as  women  from 
taking  necessary  risks  to  further  ourselves."  She  urged  the  graduates  of  1983  to  strive  for  a  life  "free  of  all  prisons.  There  can  be  order 
without  freedom,  but  you  can  never  have  freedom  without  order.  Developing  your  inner  self  will  give  you  the  greatest  sense  of 
peace"  and  accomplishment. 

The  1983  Pine  Manor  College  Commencement  was  marked  by  the  largest  graduating  class  in  the  College's  history.  A  total  of  199 
degrees  were  granted  by  the  College,  including  61  B.A.  degrees,  134  A. A.  degrees  and  4  A.S.  degrees.
